2. Tfie document D1 discloses a method wherein synthetic polyamide fibre material is 
treated before dyeing with a triazine compound which formula falls within the scope of the 
formula of the compound which is used in claim 1 of the cun-ent application (see D1 : page 
4, number 1 2, page 5, lines 30 to 42). It follows from the examples of D1 that the depth of 
shade of the synthetic polyamide fibre materials is increased. 

Thus, in view of D1 the subject mater of claims 1 to 6 and 10 does not fulfil the 
requirements of Articles 33(2) and 33(3) PCT. 



3. The document D4 discloses an aqueous formulation comprising the same compound 
as used in the current application (see D4: col.1 , 1.1 0 to col. 4, line 1 2; col. 9, 1.62 to 65; 
claims). 

Thus, in view of 04 the subject matter of claim 12 does not fulfil the requirements of 
Articles 33(2) and 33(3) PCT. 



4. Dependent claims 7 to 9 and 1 1 contain features which are either obvious or known 
in the art.
